here,” said Brock.

It was soon discovered that the eyes did not deviate be­ 
cause of a faulty attachm ent of the muscles, but rather be­ 
cause of the eyes being out of focus. 
Consequently glasses 
are being used to overcome the errors and thus straighten the 
eyes. 


W henever any abnormal condition presents itself in the 
eyes or (here is a suspicion of an abnorm al condition, the 
»yes should be examined by an optom etrist for verification and 
correction. 
Glasses worn in childhood may obviate their ne­ 
cessity later. 


in Later Y ear* 


During the period from eight to forty years of age there 
are various symptoms which indicate trouble w ith the eyes. A 
person may pass all the tests and to all appearances have 
wonderful vision, but persistent recurring attacks of dizziness, 
nausea, pain in any part of the head or through the eyes may 
be traced to some defect of the* eyes. 
At about forty years of 
age the eyes become presbyopic, when glasss are necssary for 
the accom plishment of near work.

fectly normal one and is due to the eyes losing their power to

creased in price $1.25 a hundred, 
m arking the most spectacular and 
unexpected change in the m arket 
since June, 1920, when the price 
was quoted at $22.50 a sack. 
As a result* some retail groc­ 
ers here today w ere selling cane 
sugar at $9.35 a hundred and beet 
sugar at $9.16. 
Others, not mem­ 
bers of the chain-store combina­ 
tions, announced th at prices for 
the next few days would range 
around IO or l l cents a pound, 
as against 8 1-3 cents per pound 
a few days ago. 
Even at these prices, individu-' 
a1 grocers declared, no large quan­ 
tities of sugar will be sold until 
m arket conditions 
have

stabilized. 
Chain stores, however, 
declared they would sell in IOO-:
